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1 . Claims 8,10-13 and 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 32, line 9, the phrase "the provided temperature" has no antecedent basis. 
In claim 34, line 9, the phrase "the furnace" has no antecedent basis. 
In claim 34, lines 9-10, the phrase "the provided temperature" has no antecedent basis. 
In claim 36, line 9, the phrase "the furnace" has no antecedent basis. 

2. Claims 8, 1 0-1 3 and 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for a process carried out at a soak temperature of about 1700- 
1900°C (see e.g. p. 6, line 7), does not reasonably provide enablement for the process as 
generically claimed. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to practice the invention commensurate in 
scope with these claims. 

3. Claims 33,35 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The original specification does not appear to support the phrase "temperature 
equal to or greater than 1 700°C". 

4. Claims 8,10-13 and 32-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
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was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. The original specification does not appear to support the phrase 
"substantially constant" with respect to the predetermined temperature. Page 6 of the 
specification recites at line 1 8 a "constant soak temperature" but nowhere does there appear to 
be support for the phrase "substantially constant". 



5. Applicant's arguments, filed 8/1 1/03, with respect to the reacting particles while mixing 
the particles and passing nitrogen gas over the mixing particles to produce aluminum oxynitride 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of the claims under 35 USC 103 
has been withdrawn.
